REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1 -20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The closest prior art was found to be Tapscott et al (US 5,759,430), Haszeldine (US 
2,808,425), Marquis (US 2,931,840), Li (US 5,158,617), Li (US 5,316,690), and Li (US 
5,705,716). 

4. Each of the references Haszeldine (US 2,808,425), Marquis (US 2,93 1 ,840), Li (US 
5,158,617), Li (US 5,316,690), and Li (US 5,705,716) teach the use of trifluoroiodomethane as a 
precursor to the formation of trifluoropropene (see example 5 of Haszeldine; see examples I and 
II of Marquis; Li references the Nature article by Haszledine, 1950). 

5. Tapscott et al. teach both the trifluoroiodomethane and trifluoropropene as low ozone 
depleting agents but provide no motivation to choose these two specific solvents from the 
hundreds of solvents taught and combine these two specific solvents to form an azeotropic-like 
composition. 

6. It should also be noted that the applicant's cited references teach only the 
trifluoroiodomethane. 

7. As such the instant claims have been found to be allowable. 

8. It should also be noted for the applicant's future reference the following synonyms for the 
claimed compounds: 

9. HFO-1234yf :: 2, 3, 3, 3 - tetrafluoro-l-propene; l,l,l,2-tetrafluoro-2-propene; 2,3,3,3- 
tetrafluoropropene. 
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10. CF 3 I :: Freon 1311; iodotrifluoromethane; monoiodotrifluoromethane; perfluoromethyl 
iodide; R 1311; trifluoroiodomethane; trifluoromethyl iodide.
